It carried 23 men, :ncluding Brig.

(S.D.) Air Base. Woodmet-found } 
10 bodies today near the wreck- 
age of the plane—a version of the 
B-36 able to deliver blows from 
bases in the United States to al- 
most any point in the world. 

A United States Superfortréss 
with a crew of 10 crashed in St. 
George’s bay, about miles 
across Newfoundland from St. 
John’s on the west coast. The 
plane was from Harmon Field on 
the west coast. Searchers found 
only wreckage and no survivors 
in the bay, first reports said. 
Both planes were on training 
ights. 


Wreckage Searched. 
Ground parties searched the 
wreckage of the RB-36 for addi- 
tional bodies. 

The woodsmen had hacked their 
way through bushland and clam- 
bered over deep snowbanks to 
reach the wreckage in an almost 
trackless area 50 miles north of 
here. They reported no imme- 
diate trace of the other 13 per- 
sons aboard the plane, which 
crashed on a training flight from 
the Azores to its base at Rapid 
City. 
The base at Rapid City said it 
had no word of any survivors. 
Sketchy reports from the 
woodsmen gave no details. They 
said the *RB-36 hit a hilltop. 

Last night a United States C-47 
transport dropped a Royal Ca- 
nadian Air Force parachute rescue 
team beside the wreck. No word 
has been received from the res- 
cue team. It was not known 
whether they carried radios, 
which’ would provide virtually 
the only means of rapid communi- 
cation from the wilderness area. 
The woodsmen left for. the 
scene after hearing a predawn 
explosion. 

Ground Parties Sent. 

Two ground search parties also 
left for the scene yesterday, one

Purpose of Test. 

The test was set up because 
the Navy wants to know what 
happens to its personnel during 
long periods of submersion, That 
is because the Nautilus, the 
world’s first submarine to be pow- 
ered by atomic energy, is under 
construction a little more than 
a mile from the submarine base. 

In theory, the Nautilus will be 
able to remain submerged for an 
indefinite period but how long it 
actually will- be: able to remain 
under water dépends on the hu- 
man element—just how long can 
the crew take it, 

Although the Navy has de- 
scribed the major purpose of the 


experiment to be control of car- | 


bon dioxide, which has been the 
main .difficulty on submarines 
ever since there have been such 
crafts, the men have been sub- 
jected to a great variety of tests. 

The physical condition of each 
man has been tested daily. Some 
have even slept with devices at- 
tached to their heads to measure 
brain waves. 


Changes in Food Tastes. 


Even changes in food tastes 
have been recorded as significant 
Big thick steaks 
were the favorite when the tests 
started. Suddenly the men de- 
veloped a yearning for cottage 
cheese, Then they shifted to pizza 
pies, an Italian dish, but they re- 
tained their main hankering for 
cottage cheese. Navy dieticians 
and physicians reasoned the cot- 
tage cheese helped replenish a 
calcium deficiency which devel- 
oped in most of the volunteer 
hermits. 

Although the’ men have re- 
mained sealed inside the ‘sub- 
marine since the test started, 
food has been brought to them 
dail from a barge moored along- 
side the submarine. 

Also from the barge, Navy 
physicians and technicians mak- 
ing the examinations have en- 
tered the ship through its es- 
cape hatch. 

The volunteers have been liv- 
ing under conditions which have 
simulated submersion. They have 
been in touch with the outside 
world by means of radio, tele- 
vision, personal mail and news- 
papers.

TEAMSTERS LOCAL 
OF GANGSTERS 


Local 688 Authorizes 
Strikes. if Needed to 
Block Pay-Offs to 
Racketeers. 


Drastic measures to rid the 
AFL Teamsters’ Union of gang- 
sters who have infiltrated several 
St. Louis locals, were voted last 
night by about 400 shop stewards 
of Local 688, AFL. Warehouse and 
Distribution Workers, a teamster 
affiliate. 


The stewards, meeting at Kiel 
Auditorium, authorized Harold 
Gibbons, secretary-treasurer of 
the union, to call a strike at every 
warehouse in the city if any em- 
ployer negotiates with any person 
other than an accredited union 
officer. 

A responsible labor source ex- 
plained that gangsters, using 
threats of force to silehce union 
officers, have interposed them- 
selves in negotiations between 
teamsters’ locals and employers 
several times in the past two 
years. 

After intimidating the union's 
representatives, they solicited 
fees from employers to obtain 
union” agreement to contracts 
scaling down original demands, 
the informant said. 

Not Union Members. 


The gangsters made no effort 
to obtain membership cards in 
the union, the Post-Dispatch was 
told, ‘but merely acted as un- 
official agents. Some were car- 
ried on payrolls, presumably as 
“bodyguards.” 

The unusual action was taken 
by the stewards, the Post-Dis- 
patch was informed, to prevent a 
repetition of these efforts to in- 
terfere with orderly negotiations. 

Strike action would be taken 
immediately if it becomes known 
that any “outsider” to the labor 
movement is taking a hand in 
collective bargaining with any 
employer. It would serve as.‘a 
means of calling attention to such 
interference,

proposals for peace. 
Questioned by reporters, he 
said that no proposals by the Rus- 
sians had reached him, that he 
had only the information report- 
ers had seen in newspapers. 
Any proposals by the Kremlin, 
he said, would be as welcome as 
they were sincere. 
Anticipating questions by re- 
porters, the President opened the 
conference by saying that the at- 
tention of the world was directed 
to the meaning and significance 
of the change-over in the Kremlin 
anc the significance of the recent 
attacks on our airplanes in dif- 
ferent parts of the world. 


Ne Change in Red Aims. 


So far as he and his advisers 
are concerned, he said, there had 
been no change in pattern of Rus- 
sian intention written in these 
events. 

Responding to questions, he 
said that he did not want to agree 
to or criticize the proposal of Re- 
pubMcan Senator Knowland of 
California that the democratic 
members of the United Nations 
formally vote Soviet Russia the 
aggressor in- Korea. He added 
that he did not want to do any- 
thing provocative that would com- 
promise our own position if our 
opponents wanted to wipe the 
slate clean and start all over 
again.

In the anticipated reply to chal- 
lenge of the United States and 
other nations to prove Soviet 
Premier Georgi Malenkov meant 
what he said when he professed 
his nation’s dedication to world 
peace, Zorin quickly dashed what- 
ever hopes existed in the commit- 
tee that the new. government 
would alter its policy. of obstruc- 
tion in the Disarmament Commis- 
sion and other U.N. agencies. 
“The Soviet Union has always 
been eager to discuss disarma- 
ment in this forum,” Zorin said, 
dismissing questions put by Er- 
nest A. Gross as “artificial.” 
Gross yesterday wanted to know 
if Malenkov’s promises of peace 
meant that Russia was ready to 
make “tangible” proposals for dis- 
armament “in this forum” and 
now. 

“Proposals here by the Soviet 


the solution of the problem,” 
Zorin said. “They have always 
run into resistance here in this 
forum. » Nevertheless, the Soviet 
Government will continue to pre- 
serve this policy in the quest for 
universal peace and security.” 

Zorin asserted that the policy 
of the United States as outlined 
by Gross was “inconsistent” with 
American claims of peaceful in- 
ternational intentions.

QUAKE REPORTED 


4 Towns Jolted Severely 
—Many Homes Wreck- 
ed— Officials Rushing 
to Stricken Region. 


(AP)—A violent earthquake shook 
western Turkey last night and un- 
official reports today said from 
to 1000 persons perished. 
President Celal Bayar left Ankara 
with government officials for the 
stricken region. 

Zahmi Argon, Red Crescent 
(Red Cross) information officer, 
said telegraphed reports from the 
scene estimated the dead at 500. 
He said these reports were un- 
confirmed. Two Istanbul news- 
papers estimated the death toll 
at 1000. 

The. quake apparently céntered 
around Balkesir, across the Sea 
of Marmara from Istanbul, and 
near the World War I battlefield 
of Gallipoli. Police at Balikesir 
said by telephone there were 38 
confirmed dead in the towns of 
Gonen and -Manyas, but that there 
was no contact with the towns of 
Yenice and Cihan, believed to 
have been even harder hit. 

The Balikesir police said they 
had unconfirmed reports that 500 
were dead in Yenice and Cihan, 
towng of about 2000 each. - Their 
confirmed reports included 35 
dead at Gonen, 100 miles south- 
west of Istanbul, and three at 
nearby Manyas. They said more 
than half the homes in the latter 
two towns had been destroyed or 
damaged. The Interior Ministry 
said reports from Yenice listed 
300 dead. 

The Istanbul observatory said 
the quake was felt over an area 
of more than 10,000 square miles, 

Througout the affected area 
people fled their homes, spending 
the night in the open. 

The quake shook the Istanbul 
area about 9:10 o’clock last night 
(1:10 p.m. yesterday St. Louis

Subcommittee Proposes 
Boosts in Governor’s 
Budget to Provide 
Larger Staffs, New 
Programs, Buildings. 


By HERBERT A. TRASK

JEFFERSON CITY, March 19— 
Record appropriations of $41,- 
012,000 for the seven state-main- 
tained mental hospitals, to enable 
them to enlarge their staffs of 
trained personnel, institute pa- 
tient rehabilitation programs and 
provide new buildings and equip- 
ment, were recommended today 
by the House Appropriations sub- 
committee on eleemosynary in- 
stitutions. 

The allotments proposed by the 
subcommittee are almost double 
the $21,338,900 recommended by 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly in his bud- 
get message for support of these 
institutions during the 1953-55 
biennium, beginning July 1. 

The largest appropriation 
urged by the House group—$13,- 
656,944—is for the “seriously 
overcrowded” St. Louis State 
Hospital, which is caring for 
about 3500 patients, or 1130 
above capacity. : 

Twice Current Allotment. 

This amount would more than 
double the $6,369,610 the hos- 
pital received for the current bi- 
ennium, and the $5,725,000 allot- 


ment proposed by the Governor 
for the new two-year period. 

In its report on its investiga- 
tion of the St. Louis institution, 
the subcommittee declared it 
found that patients have an av- 
erage space of 10 by 5 feet in 
which to live, and their beds 
are shoved together with no space 
between. The main building, it 
was said, houses the paint, car- 
penter and other shops, which 
constitute a serious fire hazard 
for 1800 patients living immedi- 
ately above. 


"An industrial occupational 
therapy building is urgently 
needed, the subcommittee de- 
clared. Also needed is a new 250- 
bed hospital, an isolation wing for 
tuberculosis patients and ade- 
quate living quarters for medical 
personnel. 

Nurses’ Home Urged. 

Also recommended was con- 
struction of a home for 200 stu- 
dent nurses, half of the cost to 
be paid by the Federal Govern- 
ment. It was pointed out this 
would increase the supply of 
trained nurses for this and other 
state mental hospitals. 


The subcommittee, headed by 
Representative Edward W. Garn- 
holz (Rep.), Richmond Heights, 
cited the shortage of trained per- 
sonnel at the institution. The re- 
port stated the hospital has 12 
physicians, but needs twice that 
number. It has 22 nurses, but re- 
quires a minimum of 30. It has 
420 attendants, but needs at least 
500. 


For the St. Louis State Train- 
ing School, an institution for the 
feeble-minded, the subcommittee 
recommended appropriations ag- 
gregating $4,601,867, including 
$3,000,000 for a building program. 


This institution, the report as- 
serted, hag 544 patients ranging 
from 5 to 20 years of age, with 
a waiting list of 22. Its present 
capacity is 525 patients. 


The school has no registered 
nurse, and only 25 attendants on 
each shift. It was reported that 
many child inmates have to care 
for each other, and some are re- 
quired to do “double duty at 
hard work.” 

Conditions Elsewhere. 

In support of its charges of 
“deplorable” conditions found in 
the other state mental hospitals 
at Fulton, St. Joseph, Nevada, 
Farmington and Marshall, the.sub- 
committee cited in detail cases 
of overcrowding, inadequate’ med- 
ical and supervisory staffs and 
unsafe buildings. 


It is reported that none of the 
institutions has an adequate pro- 
gram for the cure and rehabilita- 
tion of patients. The lack of phy- 
sicians and psychiatrists at the 
hospital means that little can be 
done other than to provide cus- 
todial care for the patients.

The school board has recom- 
mended the new rate of $1.15 for 
each $100 of assessed property 
valuation. The present rate, in 
effect for two years, is $1.01, but 
if the higher rate is not author- 
ized by voters, the figure reverts 
to the 89 cents permitted to be 
levied without an election. 

“It is my considered opinion,” 
Hickey said, “that St. Louis pub- 
lic schools cannot be operated any 
longer at the 89-cent tax‘rate. 


‘Keep Teachers Good.’ 
“We have a good public school 
system and good teachers, and I 
think it is imperative that we 
keep them good. I believe we 
need the new tax rate to do so. 
“I would like to see better 
school housing, and I would like 
to reduce the number of children 
a teacher has to teach. But above 
all I don’t want to lose any of the 
ground we havé gained in the 
last 10 years.” 
School officials, who have pre- 
Gicted the school system will need 
income totaling $50,646,000 for 
the next two years, have estimat- 
ed the schools face a two-year 
deficit of $8,320,000 if the higher 
tax rate is not authorized.

He had succeeded earlier in 
obtaining reconsideration of the 
vote by which the measure was 
defeated,.but did not immediately 
take it up for action, as required 
under House rules. 

He said at the time that he 
did not seek immediag: action 
because he knew there were not 
enough favorable votes to pass 
the bill. 

Present System Divided. - 

In urging suspension of the 
rules and passage of the bill 
yesterday, O’Brien pointed out 
that under the present school 
system in St. Louis,, authority is

CABINET AT ODDS 
ON MILITARY COST 


WASHINGTON, March 19 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower's advisers 
were reported to be sharply divid- 
ed today on whether to increase 
or decrease the 46-billion-dollar 
military program proposed by for- 
mer President Truman. : 

A responsible official who asked 
not to be quoted by name said 
the matter has been discussed 
frequently at cabinet meetings 
without any agreement. 

This official said the issue prob- 
ably will be checked to the Na- 
tional Security Council for the 
opinions of its members, but that 
in the end Eisenhower himself 
will have to make the decision 
which may affect the whole polit- 
ical and fiscal structure of his 
Administration. 

One segment of the cabinet is 
reported to be insisting that mili- 
tary outlays must be reduced if 
Eisenhower is to carry out his 
goal of balancing the budget. 

On the other hand, Eisenhower 
is said to have been told by an- 
other group of advisers that Tru- 
man’s 46-billion-dollar military 
program will mot give the country 
the kind of security it needs. 

This group has been talking in 
termis of adding anywhere from 10 
to 25 billions to the Truman fig- 
ure, a move that would bring the 
country close to all-out prepara- 
tion for war and cut heavily into 
the civilian economy. 

Eisenhower has taken no posi- 
tion on the matter thus far, the 
official said, but has brought the 
question up for discussion at al- 
most every Cabinet meeting. 

As yet, Secretary of Defense 
Wilson has not offered the Cabi- 
net even any tentative figures on 
military spending for the year be- 
ginning July 1. Nor has Secre- 
tary of State Dulles given any 
estimate on what he believes 
ought to be spent ; in foreign aid.

In nominating Edward F. Howrey to a seven- 
year term ‘on the vital Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, President Eisenhower has made an ap- 
pointment which on its face appears to be every 
bit as objectionable as that of Albert M. Cole, 
foe of public housing in Congress, to be Hous- 
ing Administrator. 

Mr. Howrey has been a Washington lobbyist. 
For some 20 years he has represented special 
interests before the Federal Trade Commission, 


‘It has been his job to get rulings from the FTC, 


if possible, favorable to the clients who have 
employed him. Now if the President's appoint- 
ment is confirmed, Mr. Howrey will go to sit on 
the very agency which he has tried to influence 
and for which efforts he has been paid. 

Congressional Quarterly reports that in 1947 
and 1948 Mr. Howrey was a registered lobbyist 
for the Peanut and Nut Salters Association. 
If this sounds a little comical, it must be added 
that he has had other clients with much more 
impact on American business enterprise and the 
country’s consumers. 

* . * 

Mr. Howrey represented the Automatic Can- 
teen Co. in a case in which the Federal Trade 
Commission decided that the company was us- 
ing unfair trade practices in making contracts 
with users of its products. This case has gone 
to the Supreme Court, which heard arguments 
last Dec. 15, but has not yet rendered a decision. 

About a year ago the FTC issued its “quantity 
discounts” ruling against another of Mr. How- 
rey’s clients—the Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Co. Firestone is one of 20 manufacturers and 
distributors of automobile tires which sought a 
ruling allowing discounts for quantity purchases 
above a certain limit. 

After the FTC ruled against the companies, 
all 20 asked in Federal District Court in Wash- 
ington that the FTC ruling be invalidated. The 
companies’ petition was dismissed in the dis- 
trict court and Mr. Howrey’s client and the 
other companies then appealed to the Federal 
Court of Appeals where briefs have been filed. 

Mr. Howrey’s work as a lawyer-lobbyist, par- 
ticularly for the rubber interests, has led the 
National Federation of Independent Business to 
oppose approval of his nomination by the Sen- 
ate Commerce Committee. 

George J. Burger, vice president of this or- 
ganization, said its membership of more than 
100,000 small, independent business men went on 
record against the Howrey appointment in a na- 
tion-wide vote. According to Mr. Burger, the FTC 
rule regulating “quantity discounts” is essential 
protection for small and independent tire deal- 
ers. The National Candy Wholesalers Associa- 
tion is also opposed to the appointment.

Like the Cole appointment, the nomination of 
Mr. Howrey has heen inadequately reported to 
the ‘country. The Associated Press on March 4 
carried a brief item to thé effect that the ap- 
pointment had béen sent to the Senate. It said 
Mr. Howrey was a onetime Justice Department 
official (this was in the Coolidge Administra- 
tion) but told nothing whatever.about his lobby- 
ing activities at that time or subsequently, until 
the start of hearings Wednesday in the Senate 
Commerce Committee. ter a quick review of 
the Howrey record, the committee, headed by 
Senator Tobey of New Hampshire, has already 
approved the nomination. 

The first account of the significance of the 
appointment, to come to our attention, was in 
the March 14 issue of Labor, weekly published 
by a group of railroad labor organizations. It 
said, among other things, that “Howrey is head- 
ing a battery of 50 lawyers’ who are “getting 
about $1,000,000 in fees for dealing a death blow 
to the Robinson-Patman Act.” 

Mr. Howrey's appointment is all the more 
out of line since he would succeed Commission- 
er John Carson, who has been a devoted protec- 
tor of the consumers’ interests on the FTC.

The news that some 1000 Republic of Korea 
soldiers are soon to join the British Common- 
wealth division ought not to cause any raised 
eyebrows. ROK troops have fought and fought 
well as comrades at arms in some American units 
since the bleak days of 1950. And since there is 
no rotation for them, many are now the real 
veterans of our front-line outfits. 

The Koreans will join battalions of such 
famous regiments as the Black Watch, the 
King’s, fhe Duke of Wellington’s, the Durham 
Light Infantry and others. What is more, ac- 
cording to the London Observer’s Patrick Dono- 
van, they will be employed as fighting men, not 
as servants or porters, and they will wear Briti- 
ish, Canadian or Australian uniforms.

The Carpet for Tito 

Drawing on their vast store of ceremonial re- 
sources, the British have rolled out the Grade A 
carpet for Marshal Tito, the first Communist 
chief of state to visit London. He was met by 
the Duke of Edinburgh, lunched with the Queen, 
exchanged calls with the Prime Minister, and 
did all the other things which important person- 
ages do on a state visit. 

Ten years ago Tito was a guerrilla chieftain 
with no assurance whatever that the Western 
allies or even Russia would recognize him as 
Yugoslavia’s leader. Seven years ago he was an 
ally of the Soviet Union, his planes were shoot- 
ing at American planes near the Yugoslav bor- 
der, and he was supporting Greek guerrillas in 
their effort to overthrow the Athens govern- 
ment. Four years ago he broke with the Krem- 
lin rather than turn over his country to Mos- 
cow’s exploitation. This week in London he told 
the British to regard his people as their “stanch 
allies,” striving toward the same ends. 

There are two ways of looking at this history. 
Tito is still the Communist he always was. If 
ideologies’ are the most important differences 
between nations, then Britain should be regard- 
ed as faithless to principle, and the West should 
have as little to do with Tito as possible. 

But the British have been at the business of 
diplomacy for a long time. They have seen ide- 
ologies come and go while national interests 
based upon economics and geography and mili- 
tary realities endured. Just now, Britain is cere- 
monially acknowledging the fact that Yugosla- 
‘via’s national interest and that of the Western 
powers happen to coincide. This does not imply 
a sentimental passion for Tito, agreement with

The favorable committee vote was @ personal 
triumph for Secretary Dulles as well as a vindi- 
cation of Mr. Bohlen’s record as one of the 
State Department's few experts on Russia. Both 
the*Secretary and President Eisenhower had 
been under pressure, particularly from Senator 
McCarthy and Senator Bridges, to withdraw 
the nomination. Instead, Mr.-Dulles went before 
the committee to defend it. Mr. Bohlen also tes- 
tified gt length, and an FBI report on him was 
closely scrutinized. 

The committee members showed that they 
had strength of character and independence of 
judgment not to be influenced by McCarthy. 
True, Mr. Bohlen served in the State Depart- 
ment under Dean Acheson, but this did not 
make him unfit. In fact, he was in the depart- 
ment since his appointment in 1929 under Pres- 
ident Hoover. Such continuity of service, cou- 
pled with competence, is as essential in foreign 
affairs as in any other enterprise. 

This was recognized by the White House in 
making the appointment and by the committee 
in approving it. If it is now recognized by the 
Senate, the incident may well presage better 
relations between the President and members 
of his own party on Capitol Hill. 
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New Bar to An Offshore Giveaway 


A professor of law at George Washington Uni- 
versity has added his voice, and a cogent new 
reason, to the view that Congress could not le- 
gaily give offshore oil away to a few states. 
Charles S. Collier says the Louisiana Purchase 
was acquired by the United States in trust for 
all the states of the Union. This view, he says, 
was set forth by Chief Justice Taney in the 
Dred Scott case, in these words: 


Whatever it (the Government) acquires, 
it acquires for the benefit of the people of 
the several states who created it. It is their 
trustee acting for them and charged with 
the duty of promoting the interests of the 
whole people of the Union in the exercise of 
the powers specifically granted. 


The Government, or a branch of it, Congress, 
therefore cannot give to Louisiana, one of the 
states claiming offshore oil, resources which it 
took in trust for all the people of the United 
States in the territory from which the State of 
Louisiana was subsequently carved, Prof. Collier 
says. To do so, he declares, would be “a plain 
and indefensible breach of trust in a legal sense, 
as well as in a moral sense.” 

More and more, it seems that the quitclaimers 
in Congress will be inviting endless troubles with 
constitutional law if they go ahead with their 
ill-advised attempt to turn this resource over 
to Louisiana, Texas and California. 
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For a Better Police Force 

The promotions, demotions and transfers just 
ordered by the new Board of Police Commission- 
ers add up to a significant reshaping of the de- 
partment’s higher levels. 

They have brought some of the most able and' 
respected officers into positions of increased au- 
thority. They suggest rebukes to officers with 
less inspiring records. They promise better mo- 
rale among the men, and better protection for 


the community. And above all else, they show 


the earnestness and thoroughness which the 
board members have brought to their duties. 

The extent of the shake-up is -best indicated 
by the fact that eight of the city’s 12 police 
districts now are under new ‘commanders. Some 
of these were transferred to their new assign- 
ments; others were promoted. Important 
changes also were made at Headquarters. 

The Police Commissioners were necessarily 
circumspect in giving their reason for the 
shifts, saying that they were “in the best inter- 
ests of the department and the people of St. 
Louis.” No officer was accused of any wrong- 
doing or dereliction, and the co-operation of all 
the men was sought in their new assignments— 
and promised. 

The commissioners, however, did add that 
the changes were made after weeks of study 
of all phases of police operations and in full 
consultation with Chief Jeremiah O’Connell. 
He and Assistant Chief Joseph E. Casey are be- 
ing kept in their posts. A new period of closer 
and more cordial co-operation between the com- 
missioners and the chief is clearly foreshadowed. 

In some of the changes, the commissioners 
obviously corrected appointments made by their 
predecessors, appointments which sometimes had 
a strongly political odor. Some of the demotions 
reflect disapproval of association of officers with 
characters of dubious repute. And to a few offi- 
cers, their promotions must come as vindication 
and recognition of fidelity to duty under diffi- 
cult circumstances. 

The changes make it clear to even the newest 
probationary policeman that the commissioners 
are looking for ability and integrity. 
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What a Difference

New Congress will be under pressure to wreck the public domain, 
of commentator says; forests, oil, oil shale, phosphates and water 
power will be objectives of their predatory grasp; the philosophy 
on which these resources were set aside originally is recalled,

‘The public lands are public property 
which Congress long ago decided to pre- 
serve and develop in the common interest. 
The new Congress would be wise to recall 
the reasons that made conservation a na- 
tional policy. 

The reservation of the public lands was 
the outcome of the realization that much 
of our heritage of natural resources had 
been wasted, that much of what remained 
was impaired, and that all of it was in 
grave danger of being exhausted. 

The objectives were the controlled use 
of non-renewable resources, the preserva- 
tion and_ scientific 
development and in- 
crease of renewable 
ones, and the pro- 
tection of  water- 
sheds, especially in 
the arid West. 

The great achieve- 
ments of our conser- 
vation policy have 
been in the twentieth 
century but its roots 
go back almost to 
the Civil War. 

One remembers 
the pioneers, the 
prophetic genius 
John Wesley Pow- 
ell, such scientists as Charles Sargent and 
Nathaniel Shaler and Othniel Marsh, such 
statesmen as Carl Schurz, many other sci- 
entists, public officials, industrialists, busi- 
ness men, and the National Academy of 
Arts and Sciences and the Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 


The new Congress will note that those 
I have named were all Republicans; down 
to 1932 practically all the achievements of 
conservation were the work of Republicans. 

The word “conservation” itself was given 
its present meaning by W. J. McGee, a 
Republican. 


The first reservations of ‘public land 
were made by President Benjamin Harri- 
son and the biggest ones by Theodore 
Roosevelt, who also established the Forest 
Service and procured the passage of the 
Reclamation Act. The Carey Act, the With- 
drawal Act, the Weeks Act were Republi- 
can measures. 

The Inland Waterways Commission was 
a Republican creation and so were most 
of the national parks, the mineral, oil and

coal and water-power reserves, the licens- 
ing system under which they are used, 
and the reservation of Muscle Shoals. 

If Franklin Roosevelt is one of the three 
greatest names in conservation, the other 
two, Theodore Roosevelt and Gifford Pin- 
chot, are Republican. 

Finally, it was a Republican who phrased 
the policy under which the public lands 
have been administered: “The greatest 
good of the greatest number over the long- 
est time.” 


From this well-established point of view, 
safeguarding the future has always been 
more important than enriching small pres- 
sure groups at public expense, and the 
public interest in publicly-owned resources 
more important than the private interests 
that coveted them. 


This view has always been under attack 
and will now be under very hopeful at- 
tack by groups, hitherto frustrated, who 
hope they can induce Congress to undo 
the great work that has been done. They 
are using the same pressures, arguments, 
lies, and fraud that they have been using 
for more than 50 years. 


As I have been pointing out here at in- 
tervals ever since the January 1947 issue 


‘of Harper’s, their first objective will be 


the Forest Service; if they cannot wreck 
it as completely as the Grazing Service 
was wrecked, depriving it of its regulatory 
power would do almost as well. Beyond 
the Forest Service are oil and oil shale, 
phosphates, water power. 


They will be stopped again unless thev 
carry it with the first rush, for Wester 
and national public opinion will, as always 
solidify against them. But there is that 
first rush, 


When it begins, Congress should remem 
ber three things: that the public lands be- 
long fo the citizens of 48 states, that im- 
pairment, of the public lands would arresi 
progress in the West and ultimately make 
the region a charge on the rest of the 
country, and that the public lands are the 
only responsibility of the Government be- 
sides atomic energy about which Congress 
could make an irretrievable mistake, one 
that could not be corrected later on. 

For if the public lands are once relin- 
quished, or even if any fundamental change 
is made in the present system, they will be 
gone for good. 


A Scholarly Combing of Whiskers

The 
‘Star Safety’ was put on the markef™ by 
Kampfe Brothers of New York ~~ in

Intimate and Yet Idolatrous 


JAN CHRISTIAN SMUTS: A SIOGRAPHY, by J. C. 

Smuts. (Morrow, 496 pgs., $4.) 

Jan Christian Smuts was almost certain- 
ly the most distinguished man South Afri- 
ca has yet produced. The son of a Boer 
farmer, Smuts was fortunate in being born 
into an era of great opportunity, when 
South Africa was on the eve of great 
development because.of the discovery of 
gold and diamonds. 

He played leading parts in the Boer War 
and World War I as a general, and in 
World War II was appointed Field Marshal. 
As a statesman, he was a dominating figure 
in South African politics for 50 years, hold- 
ing almost every major office, including 
that of Prime Minister. 

The author is the General's son and is 
able to tell of his subject’s private life and 

-_ interests, There are 
some intimate ac- 
counts of his wide 
interests in science 
and his fondness for 
physical exercise. He 
was an indefatigable 
walker and an en- 
thusiastic, though 
hair-raising, automo- 
bile driver. 

One of the best 
passages is the vivid 
account of the Boer 
War, which is rarely 
presented with such 
a clear statement of 
the Boer standpoint.

The American reader is bound to ae 
thize with the spunky colonists who resist- 
ed absorption into the British Empire. 
Smuts acquired many enemies, especial- 
ly among the old-time Boers, who regarded 


him as a turncoat. This criticism was 
xrompted by the fact that after the Boer 
War, Smuts, whether because of vision or 
expediency, favored co-operation with the 
victorious British: “If you can’t beat ‘em, 
jine "em!" » ; 
Much of Smuts’s prominence in world af- 
fairs was due to the fact that he devoted 
his great energy and abilities to forwarding 
British interests and policies in South 
Africa. Naturally this endeared him to 
the British more than it did to his fellow 
Boers, who felt he had betrayed them. 
The author obviously idolized his father. 
It is understandable that he would present 
only his successes, and not his faults. 
An account of such unqualified successes 
inspires awe, perhaps, but not sympathy.

The Idaho Power Co. has ap- 
plied to the Federal Power Com- 
mission to build a series of dams 
on the river, known as the Oxbow 
project.

000,000 of its own funds it can 
generate nearly as much power 
as a federal project. 

But the Bureau of Reclamation 
in the Interior Department has 
had plans to develop a multi- 
purpose dam at the main site 
which would cost upwards of 
$450,000,000.

PAUL KLEE ART SHOW 
AT WASHINGTON U. 


In Another New C 
hibit Are 66 Objects From 
Africa,

The appeal of the late Swiss 
artist Paul Klee, whose works are 
often liked at first sight by per- 
sons ‘otherwise allergic to mod- 
ernism, is demonstrated and al- 
most explained in a new exhibi- 
tion at Washington University. 
On public display throcgh April 
15 at Givens Hall library are 45 
drawings lent by the Museum of 
Modern Art, New York. These 
works had not been shown any- 


Throughout the artist’s career, 
drawing remained the medium in 
which he realized his creative 
ideas. 

Interspersed strategically 
throughout the exhibit are ex- 
cerpts from a lecture that Klee 
gave on his work at Jena, Ger- 
many. in 1924, when he was a 
professor at the Bauhaus, an ar- 
chitectural-industrial scheo] situ- 
ated first at Weimar, later at Des- 
sau. 

Examples shown date from 1908 
to 1940, the year of the artist's 
death. They illustrate his devel- 
opment from the realistic, or rep- 
resentational, to the intuitive and 
automatic. 

The modern artist, in contrast 
| with the realist critic, Klee writes, 


i “places more value on the powers 


| which do i than on the 
final forms themselves.” 

Close at hand are pertinent ex- 
‘amples: “Dance Scene” (1938), 
suggesting dynamic lightness and

WASHINGTON, March 19 — 
Missouri ranked thirteenth among 
the states in 1951 in value added 
by manufacture, the Census Bu- 


reau reported today. The figure 
for Missouri Was $2,177,950,000. 

The term “value added by man- 
ufacture” approximates the value 
created in the manufacturing 
process. It is derived by tak- 
ing the value of finished prod- 
ucts shipped and _ subtracting 
from that the costs of materials 
and supplies. 


In 1951 Missouri had an aver- 
age of 279,791 production work- 
ers, an increase of 14,479 over 
the average for the previous year. 

In Missouri, food and kindred 
products ranked first in “value 
added,” and manufacture of 
transportation equipment second. 
Both leaders were slightly under 
their figures for 1950, but all oth- 
er industry groups in the state 
showed increases for 1951 as com- 
pared with 1950.

—Col. James T. Wilson, staff 
chaplain for all Army personnel 
in Korea, Japan and Okinawa, de- 
fends the morals of American 
troops in the Far East in an ex- 
clusive interview with this cor- 
respondent. . 

Col. Wilson, who is in charge 


of the hundreds of Army chap- 
lains in these three countries, has 
answered four questions on troops 
morals that offer an interesting 
insight into the entire matter. 
Until he entered the Army in 


Japan should be no more dif- 
ficult than it would be at home 
in the United States, 
Community Life Harder. 

Adjustment to community life, 
on the other hand, is a more dif- 
ficult situation. In the Japa 
community, while he does 
find USO clubs, sponsored’ rec- 
reational programs, and the other 
services provided for soldiers in 
many American communities, he 
does have an opportunity to see 
many farms of entertainment of 
native origin, to study native cus- 
toms, modes of living, habits, etc., 
and to see many strange and beau- 
tiful sights.

Of course, all that confronts 


1936, Col. Wilson was a Methodist 
pastor at Marshall, Il. 

He was born in Quincy, MT. 
and was married in Pana. He 
was graduated from Illinois Wes- 
leyan at Bloomington in 1926 and 
received a degree from: North- 
western University in 1929. 


Following are the questions 
and Col. Wilson’s answers: 


Q. How do you consider the 
morals of American troops in 
Japan compared with the morals 
of Americans of a comparable 
age at home? | 

A. Surprisingly enough, the 
chaplains believe more young 
men are going to church in the 
Army. than in civilian life, per- 


centage-wise. 

Even though many are away 
from home for the first time in 
their lives, and subject to far 
greater temptations than . they 
may have faced in their home 
communities normally, by and 
large the American soldier is the 
same man he was in civilian life 
—only his clothing. is different. 
We have good and ‘bad apples in 
blue serge; we have the same in 
olive drab. 

Cross-Section of Country. 

The Army represents a cross- 
section of America; we have po- 
tential lawyers, ministers, busi- 
mess men, editors, poets, and 
gangsters. Normally, all will fol- 
lo’. the calling they established 
for themselves early in life. 


The potential poet seldom gets 
into t-=-news. It is the gangster- 
to-be who makes. the headlines, 
“Ex-G.I. Murders Friend,” “Ko- 
rean War Veterans Held by Po- 
lice.” As a result, one bad soldier 
overshadows nine good ones. 


A bare handful of our troops 
engage in black marketing, get 
into tea shop fights, or sing 
drunkenly in the streets. Unfortu- 
nately, they sometimes form a 
camouflage which covers the rank 
and file of peace-loving Ameri- 
cans in uniform. 

For example, thousands of 
troops in Japan make daily visits 
to libraries. In Yokohama alone, 
12,500 soldiers visit local librar- 
ies each week during off-duty 
hours, and 36 per cent of the 
books pulled off the shelves are 
nion-fiction — biographies, histor- 
ies, applied science, and travel. 

Army educational classes, con- 


| community life. 


ducted at nights during off-duty 
time, draw hundreds of soldiers. 
Study courses range from English 
literature to metallurgy. 

Q. Do you find it significant 
that there have been 10,517 mar- 


armed forces personnel-and Jap- 
anese girls gince the occupation 
started? 

A. Frankly, to. me this is a 
case of boy meets girl, boy likes 
et. boy .loves girl, boy marries 
girl. 

Marriages Are Not Hasty. 


Marriages between the. soldier 
and the Japanese girl are not 
hasty. He doesn’t meet the girl 
today and take her into his home 
tomorrow as his bride. It takes 
at least two months to process 
the marriage application. How- 
ever, the time between the be- 
| ginning of courtship and the mar- 
riage averages six months. 

The. future of such marriages 
depends not only upon the cou- 
ples themselves but also upon the 
communities in which they will 
make their homes in the United 
States. ‘ 

Given’ the: same opportunities 
of any normal American married 
couple, I have every reason to 
believe that a Japanese-American 
wedding may.be beautiful and 
lasting. 

Q. What-is your greatest prob- 
lem in looking after the spiritual 
needs of the: tropps? 

A. The average civilian min- 
ister would be elated if he faced 
as few obstacles in*his efforts to 
bring God ‘to his parishioners as 
does the average Army chaplain. 

The Army permits no barriers 
in the pathway to God. Through- 
out the Army command, in the 


{Orient or- elsewhere, the chap- 


lains. receiye. the wholehearted 
support .of. the, commanders in 
carrying out their mission. 

Most of the’ members of the 
Army Chaplain Corps—nearly all 
of whom are former civilian cler- 
gymen—are highly pleased at the 
full co-operation the Army has 
given them in fulfilling their pro- 
grammed duties. 


Chaplains in Bunkers, too. 


Since God is everywhere, so is 
the chaplain. The bunker is no 
stranger to God and the man in 
the bunker is no stranger to his 
battalion chaplain. 

Q. Would you discuss the prob- 
lem of the average G.I. who has 
learned to become a soldier and 
has found himself sent to Japan 
either as a combat trooper for 
Korea or as a security force sol- 
dier? 

A. The problem of the Ameri- 
can civiMan-soldier is that of any 
man who must make the adjust- 
ment required when he lays aside 
his normal pursuits to become the 
protector of his nation. 

To the credit. of sour country, 


comes a job they must do, ‘and 
they go about their allotted tasks 
willingly.

WASHINGTON, March 19 (UP) 
—Senator Olin D. Johnston and 
23 other Senators have introduced 
a bill to eXpose “hidden” Gov- 
ernment subsidies going to com- 
mercial airlines in the form of 
Government payments for carry- 
ing air mail. 

The South Carolina Democrat 
said his measure would separate 
the “actual” air mail pay appro- 
priations from the Government’s 
“outright gift” to the airlines. 

Johnston, rainking Democrat on 
the Post Office committee, said, 
the pending budget provides 
$134,000,000 in air mail payments 
to the carriers. But he said the 
Civil Aeronautics Board says no 
more than $63,000,000 is due the 
airlines in mail pay. 

“The $71,000,000 difference is 
simply a hidden subsidy, or an 
outright gift, to the airlines,”

The father, who had 
dracinn WESTMORS learned the art of wig- 
making from his father in England, brought his 
brood to Canada about 1910 and nine years later 
they arrived in Hollywood in a broken-down and 
filled-to-overflowing Maxwell. 

“Those were the days when there were no make- 
up artists,” Frank said. “The prop men used to 
carry cosmetics cases around with them on the set 
and the stars made themselves up. Dad and Perec 
had a shop, the ‘Maison Cesare,’ right near the 
studio, and one day Adolph Menjou rushed in fran- 
tically to see what could be done about his mus- 
tache. He had shaved off half of it that morning by 
mistake and was supposed to report early for Doug- 
las Fairbanks’ picture, ‘The Three Musketeers.’ 

“Dad didn’t happen to be there and Perc was 
sweeping up the shop, but he dropped his broom 
and made the half-mustache. Fairbanks was ‘so 
impressed that he ordered all the wigs, goatees and 
hairpieces used in his pictures' made by- the shop 
after that.”

IT WAS THEN that Father Westmore realized 
what a gold mine was opening up in Hollywood so 
he summoned his sons to him—one was a carpenter 
and one was a plumber—and persuaded them to 
open a shop for movie work. 

The rest is Hollywood history. With the West- 
mores deployed among the various studios, there's 
hardly a star who has walked before the lights who 
doesn't bear the Westmore make-up touch. 

The men don’t have to be on the screen to be 
vain about their looks, either, the Westmores have 
discoyered. 

“There's one dance director who has seven hair 
pieces,” said Frank.

THE WOMEN, of course, don’t need toupees, but 
they are required to keep their hair about three- 
quarter length so that if they appear in period 
pictures or if they need special coiffures, it won't 
be so hard for the make-up artists to attach false 
pieces to their natural hair.

That's how Bernard DeVoto, 
noted historian of the American 
west, feels about the Louisiana 
Purchase, a truly supendous real . 
estate deal which was closed just 
150 years ago this spring. 

Writing in the current Collier’s, 
DeVoto traces what President 
Thomas Jefferson’s enterprise has 
meant to America and, incidental- 
ly, to St. Louis (“You could now 
cross from East St. Louis .to. St. 
Louis without crossing a national 
boundary.”). 


The statistics are staggering: 


More than 900,000 square miles 
were purchased, doubling the size 
of the United States as it strug- 
gled aiong in 1803; 

Six states,and portions of seven 
more were carved gut of the ac- 
quired territory, providing homes 
for 22,000,000 persons today; 

Most of the vast valley of wil- 
derness had never been seen by 
white.men, yet it was the richest 
area in the world. : 

And for the whole works we 
paid exactly $23,213,557.73 — or 
just a bit under four cents an acre. 

Actually, De oto relates, Jef- 
ferson wasn’t. haggling for the 
Louisiana territory. Robert R. 
Livingston, his minister to France, 
was only trying to persuade Na- 
poleon to part with New Orleans, 
the bustling port at the mouth of 
the Mississippi which was the ten- 
uous and embattled lifeline of the 
West.

It violated fFrance’s treaty 
with Spain, the country which, 
for reasons of its own, had re- 
turned Louisiana to Napoleon 
only three years before; 

Furthermore, Napoleon was 
selling what he didn’t really 
possess since the canny Spaniards 
had been successfully stalling on 
turning over the territory to 
France. 
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EVERTHELESS, the bargain 

was struck and on Dec. 20, 

1803, Louisiana was trans- 
ferred to America. It was not 
until March 9 of the next year, 
however, that the enormous 
northern province of Upper Lou- 
isiana was actually turned over 
to the United States. Seat of the 
Upper Louisiana government was 
a place called St. Louis. 

It took a boat two months or 
longer to sail from New Orleans 
to St. Louis and President Jef- 
ferson had doubts whether a ter- 
ritory so far from Washington, 
so hard to reach and populated 
by such boisterous gentry (many 
citizens, DeVoto says, were 


could be governed at all. 

The invention of the river 
steamboat in 1812 made things 
somewhat easier. The Missis- 
sippi became “one of the great 
highways of the world” and the 
Natchez and the Robert E. Lee 
plugged up safety valves to get 
up speed for their historic race 
up the river for the fortunes to 
be reaped from the frontier (the 
Lee won; the time: 94 hours). 

Describing the confluence of 
the Mississippi and the Missouri . 
as “the world’s most important 
river junction,” DeVoto hails 
the decision to build a memorial 
at the St. Louis riverfront and 
to crown it with the proposed 
stainless steel] arch designed by 
Eero Saarinen. 

“There could be no better sym- 
bol,” the historian feels. “The 
junction of the two great rivers 
is the arch of the North American 
continent.” 

Soon, the Louisiana Purchase 
assumed another significance. In 
1804, Capt. Meriwether Lewis and 
Lt. William Clark hit the trail up 
the Big Muddy and when they 
returned to St. Louis two years 
and 8000 miles later the stage 
was set for America to move to 
the Pacific. 

“The purchase of Louisiana 
made sure that the Americans 
would surge across its distant 
western boundary and go on be- 
yond it as far as there was land,” 
DeVoto writes. “They began this 
surge before the frontier reached 
western Missouri, before there 
was more than a thin fringe of 
settlements in eastern Iowa, be- 
fore there were any settlements :

Preventing Mildew. 


HERE are darn few things in 
T this world that you can be 

sure of, but if you were trou- 
bled with mildew on painted sur- 
faces last summer the chances 
are that if this summer is like 
last summer you'll be troubled 
with mildew again. That is, of 
course, unless you do something 
about it. 

Mildew is caused by a very low 
form of life and it can do a lot of 
damage. 

It can be removed by washing 
it off with a fungicide or a solu- 
tion of one poupd of trisodium 

hosphate to one gallon of water. 
t can, of course, be removed by 
just washing with plain water but 
this only spreads the mildew 
about and makes matters worse. 

If you have a surface that has 
been damaged by mildew the first 
thing is to wash it down, If the 
mildew has not been at work too 
long the surface may not be no- 
ticeably damaged and a coat of 
fungicide should prevent any 
more mildew starting. 

If the surface has been dam- 
aged about all you can do is to 
repaint. For repainting you should 
use either a paint that is mildew- 
proof (such paints are available) 
or a fungicide should be added 
to the untreated paint. 

Mildew, by the way, does more 
than just look unslightly. It’s the 
cause of a lot of homes getting 
that musty odor during the warm 
and humid weather.
